DANGER» OF THE DEEP. 


A Sailor’s Life and Death Struggleina 
Terrific Snow storm. 

Cuicaco, December 5.—:. apt. Sterling, of the 
schooner Mereury, from Lictington, telis a thrilling 
story of the marvelous rescue of a seaman named 
Anderson, who was carried off the deck by a tre- 
meéndous sea, iu mid-iake, during the fearful gaie 
of Friday night. The schooner was laboring heav- 
ly au the time and it was impossible to round to, 
or make any other effort to rescue the unfortunate 
man, His companions had given him up for lost, 
when suddenly Capt. Sterling was thunderstruck 
to see the man holding on toa fender and endeay- 
oring to Climb over the stern.

He is a good 
swimmer, and when Be came up on the crest of the 
waves could see the ship’s lights shiniog faintly 
through the driving snow storm, and struc« out as 
best he could to get as hear them as possible. In 
bis life and death siruggle he was materiaily as- 
Sistea by the undertow, or back sea, which, veing 
strong, dragzed him toward the vessel. At tis 
moment Another wave swept over him, and as he 
cane to the surface his head struc« the side of the 
schoover, Heretamed his presence of mind and 
began reaching for the fenders, which he knew 
were hanging over the side. Fortunately he sue- 
ceeded in grasping the last one on the port side 
aud was belped on board more dead than aiive. 


Another Aqueduct Fatality. 

MeEeRITI’s ConverR, N. Y., December &—Two 
more viclims are added to the long list of unfort- 
unates who have met their death at the new 
Croton aqueduct works at this place. Both were 
instantly killed this morning while at work at the 
head of the tunnel.

The comparatively little known, but striking 
and highly important cosmogony of the Zuni 
Indians, with its valuable contributions to our 
knowledge of religious and mythological ori- 

ins, and its startling reflection of some of the 
ark revelations of modern science, formed 
last night, at the meeting of the Boston Society 
of Natural History, the subject of a highly 
interestin ong read by him who may be 
conside e founder of the Zuni studies, 
Prof. Frank Hamilton Cushing. The Zunis, 
said thé lecturer, include under one term all 
living things. a Zuni sees force in 
nature—that is to say, motion—he con- 
cludes that behind such motion there 
must be a distinct and individual! life. Accord- 
ing tw the character of that motion, or to the 
functions which it appears to discharge, will be 
the character of the image associated with ic, 
end this image is usually that of a living 
animal. Thus the whirlwind takes the shape 
of an eagle, and the sands which it drives 
against the face are belived to be the points of 
cn plumes. If there is another aerial force, the 

uni makes ita brother of the eagle whiri- 
wind, drawing both from the same source. 


*The Zuni divides nature into two great classes 


into “‘raw beings,” beings unfinished or who 
eat raw food, and beings partially finished or 
“baked,” or those who eat cooked food, Of 
the unfinished human beings there are the day- 
light people (those who require daylight) and 
the finished people (those who are dead). Each 
living man is composed of two parts—a day- 
light or mortal part,and a shadowy or spiritual 


Closely allied to animals and men are the 
sacred beings, the holders of the trails of life, 
the supreme God, and the guardian of the 
spaces and trails of life, defending life against 

sease and accident. Biologically, man is the 
highest animal; theologically, be is the very 
lowest. Animals are higher in proportion as 
they are more mysterious; hence terrestrial 
animals are higher than man. _ Beyond the an- 
imais, because still more mysterious, are the 
personified forces of nature.

THEY HAVE A JOLLY TIME, 


The Eight Contented Justices of the 


United States Supreme Court, 
Washington Cor, of the Boston Daily Advertiser. 


At the Capitol the other day I dropped into 
the Supreme Courtroom. The nine Judges 
were on the bench, three lawyers inside the 
rail, and five spectators on the benches. I was 
as quiet as could be, and the chief interest cen- 
tered in a very lively debate between one of 
the attorneys and old Judge Miller. After 
Congress convenes and the Capito! is thnronged 
with visitors the court will honored with 
more spectators, but the scene of its labors is 
always drowsy, and filled with a heaviness born 
of decorum and stiffness. The Judges are all 
in remarkably good health, and daily congrat- 
ulate themselves, and indulge in jokes based 
on that fact. Chief Justice Waite has returned 
from Europe with very pleasant remem- 
brances of hospitable entertainments, and 
in better physical condition than he 
has been for years. He tells his friends 
that he is about resolved to go on the 
retired list at the opening of the next century. 
As for Mr. Bradiey, whose retirement has 
formed the theme of gossip for several years, 
he is drying up gradually, and is hardly more 
than a shadow, but he laughs at the idea of giv- 
ing up active work, and really does more real 
service than almost any other one of the nine. 
He has suffered considerably from the astacks 
‘made upon him in connection with the Electo- 
ral Commission, but asa Judge he ranks very 
high with the lawyers who practice at that bar. 
As for the other Judges, it would be hard to 
find a better preserved set of men with stronger 
faces, or who reflect more unctuously the ef- 
fects of good living than they. 

It is generally believed that the President 
will give Attorney-General Garland the first 
vacant judgeship. Just how much that has to 
do with the desire of the court not to encourage 
any withdrawals Ido not know. Garland is 
not especially the kind of man that is welcome 
in that select and pleasure-loving circle. By 
outsiders the chief qualifications tor this office 
are supposed to be great legal attainments. In 
addition, the judges themselves aiways do con- 
siderable quiet work to make sure that any 
prospective new-comer into their ranks is a 
good story-teller, a bon vivant, and an expert 
at whist, Otherwise he does not reach the 
stan set down in these days. However 
dignified and austere the judges appear in 
court, they are exceedingly jolly in their social 
gatherings, and they form a combination whist 
and law club that meets every week to crack 
jokes and siudy Hoyle over the best Burgundy 
that can be had. 1 have heard some good sto- 
ries about the initiation into that charmed cir- 
cle of one of the justices, well-known in Boston, 
but they might be misunderstood and tend to 
impair the public appreciation of the court’s 
dignity, and so had better go unwritten. 

iow, Mr. Garland is not just the kind of a 
man that would keep up the time-honored tra- 
ditions of the court. é has no frills nor fur- 
belows, and would look about as natural in his 
siik gown asabear. He despises society, abso- 
lutely never goes to a dinner, has never worn a 
dress coat, and lives in absolute contempt of the 
little niceties which the Supreme Court holds so 
dear. He likes to study law, to bunt and fish, 
but he never looks particularly well, nor cares 
how he looks. On the bench he would break 
down all the absurd little punctiliousness that 
the court has established for itself, and be 
simply, as now, a man whose only charms are 
those which come froma naturally big head 
and heart. But the Judges demand something 
more, and, without saying anything, they are 
known toall the lawyers whoare on intimate 
terms with them to hope that it will never come 
to pass that Mr, Garland will sit in their num- 


ber.

Suddenly one of the fish made a quick rush 
that sent it up the falling stream, so that it al- 
most gained the top; but by an unlucky turn it 
was caught and thrown back into the pool, 
where it darted away, evidently much startled. 

Soon another made the attempt, darting at it 
like the first, and then rapidly swimming up 
the fall, but only to meet the fate of its prede- 
cessor, This was tried a number of times, un- 
til tinally a trout larger than the others made a 
dash, mounted the stream, and entered the 
round hole.

The lookers-on hastened to relieve it, 
and found that its side or pectoral fins were 
caught in the wood, but by pushing the fish 
ahead, which you may be sure they did, they

"a then, was the explanation. The trout 
climbed the mountain by swimming up the falls, 
darting up the foaming masses, and adopting 
every expedient to accomplish their journey. 
For these fish deposit their eggs high up stream, 
so that the young fry, when hatched, may not 
be disturbed by predatory fish and other foes 
lying in the lower waters. 

The salmon, the cousin of the trout, is famous 
for its method of going up stream; it darts at 
falls ten or twelve feet high, leaps into the air 
and rushes up the falling water in a marvelous 
manner. So determined are the salmon to attain 
the high and safe waters, that in some localities 
nets are piaced beneath the falls, into which 
the fish tumble in their repeated attempts to 
clear the hill of water. Other than human 
hunters, moreover, profit by these scrambles u 
hill. Travelers report that onthe banks o 
the upper St. John River, in Canada, there was 
once a rock in which a large circular well, or pot- 
hole, had been worn by the action of the water. 
At the salmon season this rock proved a favor- 
ite resort for bears; and for a good reason. 
Having an especial taste for salmon, tho bears 
would watch at the pot-hole, and as the salmon, 
dashing up the fall, were thrown by its force 
into the rocky basin, the bears would quickly 
scrape them out of the pot-hole, and the poor 
salmon would be eaten before they had time to 
wonder at this unlooked-for reception. The 
Dominion Government finally authorized a 
party of hunters to destroy the pot-hole, and 
thus break up the beers’ fishing ground,

1t wili be remem- 
bered that during the campaign he was quite regu- 
lur in his presence at divine services.

Baby Goto Paris.

New Yorks, December 8.—Arrangements have 
been completed for sending the four Newark chil- 
dren who were bitten by a mad dog to Paris.

Successful Tests of Captain Howell’s New 
Ee Sab-Marine Torpedo. 

Mrcuican Crry, Inp., December 8.—Captain J. A. 
Howell and Lieutenant A. R. Candan of the United 
States Navy have been ia the city for several weeks 
experimenting with a sub-marine torpedo, invented 
and patented by Captain Howell. The Government 
has become interested in the new and destructive 
implement, and the tests made were by authority of 
the naval officers. Tue owner made the experiment 
simply in his capacity as a private citizen and the 
patentee, while Lieutenant Candan was commis 
sioned to look afterthe interests of the Governa- 
ment. The aimin view was launcning tae torpedo 
from a vessel, to have it prope! ites!f at good speed, 
in a direct line as pointed, at a constant depth. A 
speed of 156-10 knots (18 miles) for 200 yards, was 
obtained, with an ine range of over 500 yarda, 
while perfect direction has been com 
bine?! with great regularity of sub.
